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20. ANNUAL REPORT OF THE 


REPORT OF PRINCIPAL. 

The principal of the High School has the honor to submit the _ 
following report to the School Board: 

We can report upon the fall and winter terms only. 33 pupils 
were registered in the fall; 6 in the -first class, 8 in the second 
class, 6 in the third class, 12 in the fourth class, and 1 special 
student ; this number was increased in the winter by the addition 
of two special students, one of whom will take the regular course. 
At the outset we found that the scholars had been taught not 
only to study but also how to study; hence, we expected that good 
work would be accomplished, and, in veneral, our expectations 
have been realized. The scholars have shown a courteous and 
kind disposition toward their teachers, and a willingness to ac- 
quiesce in our demands. Such circumstances are favorable fur 
‘‘new teachers.” We have confined our teaching to the preseribed 
course of study, and each class has done the required work. How 
thoroughly this has been done, parents should learn from frequent 
visits and a careful reference to the rank and written tests. Rank 
in scholarship in the majority of cases has been good. High 
marks do not always denote the capabilities of a student, but they 
should indicate whether or not a pupil has come to the class with 
lessons well prepared. -Under our system of marking, one hun- 
dred does not mean that the pupil knows every thing that ean be 
found in any lesson which has been assigned, but that the pupil 
has not tailed to answer correctly the questions which have been 
asked.» We think that the course in several grades could be 
improved, and suggest the following changes in the High Sehool 
course: Grammar and analysis should be completed in the Gram- 
mar school and English Composition substituted in its place in the 
High School course. General History should come later in the 
course. A class just entering the High School is less likely to 
comprehend the study of Egypt, Greece, Rome, etc., than more 
mature pupils. Physical Geography belongs to an earlier place 
in the course. American Literature can, we think, be best studi- 
ed before, or along with English Literature, It is easier to 
interest pupils in this study by first taking up authors of our 
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own time and country, then work back from this country 
and the present to England and the past, than by at 
once studying the writings of a thousand years ago. . We 
believe that parents should urge their children to take part in 
rhetoricals. Itisan important exercise and no excuse, unless it 
be absolutely necessary, should be granted by parents or teachers. 
This exercise disciplines that part of a child’s nature which no 
‘other school exercise can reach. A separation of the Grammar 
and High Schools would be beneficial to both. All the teachers 
feel the need of more time for the required work, and the good 
results from lengthening each term to twelve weeks would bring 
large interest for the expense such a change might incur, and 
money judiciously expended for educational purposes is as good an 
investment as any that has ever yet been made. Itis a help to 
teachérs and pupils to meet parents in the school room. Our work 
and cares are such that we cannot often meet you in your homes, 
and, if you hesitate to meet us at: school, we shall lose that help 
which a friendly acquaintance with parents always bri lugs. You 
have. excellent schools. We live in a progressiveage. We must 
progress with it, and in order todo so we must seize upon every 
opportunity for improvement. Our suggestions are not criticisms, 
but merely suggestions given with kindest intent for the best in- 
terest of the schools and citizens. CHARLES S. Paice.

We congratulate our people that we are able to present this, our 
Fifth Annual report, under such favorable circumstances.” Suc. 
cess has crowned our efforts during the year iu every department, 
and we can now proudly boast of as good schools as can be found 
in any New England town. ‘The new school system is surely 
working wonderful changes for the better with us, and whatever 
doubts may have been entertained concerning it in the begtuning, 
have been dispelled in the clearer light which has followed its 
progress to the present time. We doubt if a single vote could be 
secured among our school loving people to return to the old dis- 

"trict system. ‘The graduating exercises of the High School class,

These exercises mark a new era in our history, and as they shall 
be observed in the future, willadd more and more to the best in- 
terests of our mountain home. Good schools are our greatest 
blessing, for by them we train our children for future usefulness, 
and when we can point to them with pride, as we are now fully 
justified in doing, we can feel that they are great encouragements 
to induce others to make their home with us. 

Our financia! report shows a good reduction in the debt, and a 
careful expenditure of the money raised for school purposes, and 
itis hoped that our people will consider the importance of our 
schools as now established, and be generous in their aid. We 
need a few more weeks during the year to do the required work, 
and we commend the suggestions made by our High School 
teacher, Mr. Page, which accompanies this report,to the generous 
consideration of all our people.
